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Taft Tries 
To Halt 
Campaign 


Declares He Had 
Nothing to do With 
Chain Letter Method 
Of Raising Funds

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30 


—(£>)— Senator Taft 
(R- 


Ohio) added something new 
to the political pattern today 
by trying to halt campaign 
contributions. 


The full sttfry of a unique sort 


of fund raising drive came to light 
with Taft's assertion that he is 
trying to discourage 
a nation- 


wide chain letter campaign. 


Taft told reporters in Cincin- 


nati yesterday that he and his 
aides had nothing to do with — 
and are trying to stop— chain let- 
ters asking recipients (a) to do- 
nate $1 to the Ohioan's re-election 
expenses and (b) to send the let- 
ter on to 10 other persons. 


Friends of Taft here said the 


idea was hatched by well-wishers 
who have come to regard the Ohio 
senator as "Mr. Republican" and 
who want to be sure has funds 
for an all-out campaign. 
Says Labor Is Against Him 
Taft himself has charged that 


organized labor plans to spend 
"millions" to defeat him in the 
Ohio race next year. Labor is af- 
ter his scalp largely because he 
sponsored the Taft-Hartley Act 
passed by the Republican 
80th 


Congress and had a big hand in 
preventing its repeal in the last

As a result, contributions are 


reported to have been coming in 
to Taft headquarters from all over 
the country. 
Taft's

that, as an example, a Missouri 
industrialist sent along .a check 
for $200, noting that 200 unionized 
employes of his had been asked 
to contribute ?1 each to a fund 
that would be used— in part at 
least — against Taft. 


The Ohio senator has always 


financed his campaigns through 
Ohio contributions and apparently 
would like to continue to do that. 


He also is seemingly well aware 


of the danger of being tagged as 
a "money" candidate, preferring 
the role of the financial underdog 
being attacked by the well-heeled 
labor unions.

New Year's Day is traditionally associated 


with making good resolutions. It is worth noting 
that the name of January is derived from the two- 
faced Roman god Janus. Like Janus, we look at 
this time in two directions—to the past, with its 
share of follies and mistakes; and to the future, 
with its promise of redemption and self-improve- 
ment. 


Most important of the New Year resolutions 


we make are those which touch upon our spiritual 
lives. This is a time of moral inventory, of exami- 
ning the bad habits into which we have fallen, and 
of deciding how we shall eradicate them. It is a 
rare individual who cannot find some moral or 
spiritual defect which needs to be remedied. 


We must, however, remember that while 


determination to overcome bad habits may be 
wholly sincere, the time is bound to come when 
the force of old habits reasserts itself and we find 
ourselves involved in a spiritual tug-of-war. 
Hence, in addition to knowing what faults we 
must fight, we must muster all the courage and 
fortitude we can to overcome them. 


A person who seriously seeks to improve him- 


self will not make the mistake.of trying to do the 
job alone. He will make God his partner. He will 
resort to prayer and meditation as means to 
strengthen him in the inevitable daily temptation 
to backslide. Above all, he will not commit the 
folly of expecting to eradicate in a few days or 
months habits which may have taken root over 
periods of years. 


One of the best pieces of advice that can be 


given to one who wants to make the New Year 
one of spiritual progress is not to impose upon 
himself to heavy a burden at one time. Take care 
of one bad habit at a time. As the will grows 
stronger and victory creates new confidence, it 
will be proper to concentrate on other faults. At 
all times, it should be remembered that the secret 
of fighting bad habits is in learning to cultivate 
good ones.

voirs increased by 1,194,000,000 
gallons as a result of recent rams.

"Certainly we've gained," Car-

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Democrats Won't Lose in '50, 
According to Polled Editors 


By Peter EcJson 


NBA Washington Correspondent 


WASHINGTON—(NBA)—President Truman's 


"Fair Deal" program will not be repudiated 
by the voters in the 1950 election. And the 
Democrats will not lose control of either the 
Senate or the House. 


These are the predictions of 70 per cent of 


the 345 U. S. newspaper editors responding to 
a political poll conducted by this column. Only 
21 per cent of the editors .said they thought 
there was a chance for a Democratic defeat. 
Nine per cent said they didn't know. 


This editorial prophecy for the New Year is 


made in spite of the fact that 63 per cent of 
these same editors reported they were opposed 
to President Truman's re-election, and opposed 
to his program. 


As for the tilings the editors don't like about 


the Truman domestic program, the editors were 
very specific. They cited taxation, spending, 
farm, civil rights and welfare issues before the 
new Congress. 


With reference to the $5,000,000,000 deficit 


which the Federal government faces this fiscal 
year, the editors were asked: "Should the 1950 
Congress raise taxes to balance the budget?" 
Seventy-four per cent voted "No!" Twenty-one 
per cent indicated they would support a tax 
rise, however, preferring it to operating the 
government in the red. Five per cent of the 
editors expressed no opinion. But opposition 
to a tax increase was five-to-one in the South, 
three-to-one- elsewhere. 


Along a similar line, editors were asked, "In 


spite of deficit financing, do you think excise 
taxes should be reduced?" Here the opinion 
•was 65 per cent in favor of reduction, 25 per 
cent opposed, two per cent expressing no 
opinion. Eight per cent of the editors said they 
•would like to see the transportation tax cut, 
though' not the luxury taxes on jewelry, cos- 
metics, admissions and the like. 
Sentiment 


against excise taxes ran three-to-one in the 
industrial North-East, only two-to-one else- 
where. 
Cry to Reduce Government Spending: 
What the editors seem to think the country 


really wants and needs is reduced government 
spending. So they were asked where they would 
economize—on national defense, foreign aid or 
domestic programs? The answers were some- 
thing of a revelation. 


Only 37 per cent said national defense ex- 


penditures should be out. Those who expressed 
this opinion said they should be cut the least. 


Fifty-two per cent of the editors said they 


thought foreign aid should be cut. But they 
qualified this by saying that the amounts should 
be cut gradually. In another, parallel question, 
editors were asked, "Do you favor continuing 
the Marshall Plan two years more?" Seventy- 
two per cent said "Yes," but again emphasized 
cutting gradually. 


But 87 per cent of the editors voted in favor 


of cutting domestic expenditures—vociferously 
and sometimes with profanity. There was strong 
write-in voting in support of the Hoover report. 
There were abundant vitrolic comments about 
the extravagance of bureaucracy. 


Here again the editors backed up 'their an- 


swers with specific proposals, as on farm policy. 
"Are present farm support prices too high?" 
they were asked- "Yes!" answered 87 per cent. 
This vote was four-to-one in the South, nine- 
to-one in the Midwest and almost unanimous 
on East and West coasts. 


A natural question to follow that one was, 


"Do you think the Brannan farm income sup- 
port plan is workable?" Nine per cent said they 
didn't know, but 79 per cent voted "No." Many 
of the 12 per cent who voted "Yes," indicated 
it'might be worth a try. 
'Tair Deal" Got Poor Reception 
Other parts of the "Fair Deal" program up 


for consideration before the coming Congress 
fared no better. Did the editors support Tru- 
man's health insurance plan? Eighty-four per 
cent said "No." 


What did they think of the idea of pensions 


of $100 a month for all over 65 years of age? 
Eighty-one per cent were agin' it. Many of 
those who favored it said they thought it should 
be set up inside the present contributory old 
age insurance plan. 


And how about the controversial matter of 


federal aid to public schools? This one fared 
a little better than the others. One-third of the 
editors said they were for it, two-thirds against. 


The $64 question before the coming Congress 


is of course President Truman's civil rights pro- 
gram. The editors were asked what they thought 
about the three most controversial parts of it— 
anti-poll tax and anti-lynching laws and Fair 


' Employment Practices Commission. 


Twenty-one per cent of the editors shied 


away from these questions as too hot to handle. 
Of those who did give their views, there was 
far greater opposition to the permanent FEPC 
than to the other two. The opinion was nine- 
to-one against FEPC in the South, two-to-one 
opposed in the North and four-to-three opposed 
in the; West. 


Handwriting on The Wall? 


There is no surprise in the CIO's decision not 


to press for repeal of the Taft-Hartley act in 
the 1950 session of Congress. It has been gen- 
erally assumed that defeat of repeal in. 1949 


ended any prospect of such action until after 
the coming general elections. 


But the decision does have meaning. It shows 


that the CIO knows political realities. A great 
deal of energy that otherwise would be wasted 
in a futile drive will now be conserved. 


Congress does so much that unfortunately 


comes to naught that any citizen must breathe 
thanks when some group displays the good 
sense not to consume public time and money 
in a fruitless campaign.

Acheson, Johnson Doing A-l 
Jobs as Heads of State and 
Defense 
Departments 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—Here is the inside story on 


reports of friction between two of the most 
potent Truman cabinet members—Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson and Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson. 


Actually 
there have been 
differences of 


opinion 
between 
them 
on three 
important 


policies, but both men are now leaning over 
backward to get along with each other. The 
three policies are 1) Sending a steel mill to 
Yugoslavia, which Johnson opposed but Acheson 
favored; 


2) Occupying Formosa with U.S. troops, which 


Johnson favored but Acheson opposed; 


3) General American policy in the Far East, 


where Johnson believes the United States should 
have vigorously supported Chiang Kai-shek. 


Acheson has particularly resented Johnson's 


barging into the Far Eastern situation; and the 
belief has been expressed around the State De- 
partment that Johnson's interferences could not 
be entirely divorced from his law firm which 
once represented the brothers-in-law of Chiang 
Kai-shek and the Soong dynasty. 
Argument Over Airplanes 
One small part of the Johnson-Acheson irri- 


tation came when the Secretary of Defense 
balked at giving the Secretary of State a special 
White House plane to fly to the Big Three 
foreign ministers conference last November. 


Acheson wanted the "Dew-Drop," the de luxe 


Hner which the Air Force had built for "Presi- 
dent" Dewey. But Johnson refused on the 
ground that the President's special plane, the 
"Independence," was en route to Iran to bring 
back the Shah, and that Mr. Truman wanted 
the "Dew-Drop" kept in the United States in 
case of emergency. 


Johnson 
offered his cabinet colleague the 


President's onetime plane, the "Sacred Cow," 
but the Sacred Cow does not make as much 
speed as the Independence or the Dew-Drop. So, 
without arguing any further with the Secretary 
of Defense, the Secretary of State quietly rented 
a special plane from American Airlines. 


This cost the taxpayers around 512,000 and 


was the first time a cabinet member has rented 
a special plane, since Air Force planes arc avail- 
able at considerably less cost. 
Winchell Starts Something 
Shortly after Acheson returned from Eurooe, 


Walter Winchell broadcast an item that Wash- 
ington in 1950 would not be big enough for 
both Acheson and Johnson. 


Acheson didn't know anything 
about the 


broadcast—until 9 a.m. next day, when he got 
a phone call from Johnson asking if he could 
come over to see him right away. Acheson 
agreed; and Johnson, arriving a few minutes 
later, asked: 


"Did you hear what Walter Winchell said last 


night';" 


Acheson hadn't, but thought it was interest- 


ing that the Secretary of Defense should go to 
so much trouble to say that he had nothing 
to do with inspiring the broadcast. 


As a matter of fact, if either of the men 


departs, it will probably be Johnson—not be- 
cause he isn't doing a good job; he is. But he 
has occasionally stepped on Truman's toes. 
Johnson's Double Job 


Johnson is doing one of the most difficult 


jobs ever tackled by any administration—prun- 
ing the military budget and at the same time 
putting across unification. Cracking Army-Navy 
heads together is difficult enough and con- 
tributed to the death of his predecessor. But 
simultaneously cutting the budget is bound to 
make any cabinet secretary of defense unpopular 
inside the government. 


However, Johnson, in his zeal to get things 


done, doesn't always clear his appointments 
with either the Democratic national committee 
or the White House secretariat. On major ap- 
pointments, he clears with the President him- 
self, but goes over the heads of the men around 
Truman to do this, and they don't like it. 


Result has been a steady trickle of well- 


placed anti-Johnson venom in the President's 
ear. This, plus perhaps the fact that Truman 
may see a 1952 presidential rival in the dynamic 
Secretary of Defense, explains why he dropped 
the remark to intimates that someday he's go- 
ing to "get rid of that so-and-so." 


Truman, however, has been known to fly off. 


the handle and then forget about it. 


Meanwhile, Johnson is doing one of the Rest 


jobs in the cabinet, and would not be easy to 
replace. So also is Achesnn. 
And as of the 


present moment they seem to have climbed out 
of each other's hair and put aside their dif- 
ferences.

thing," a young widow writes me, 
"that will give a little encourage- 
ment to the thousands of working 
mothers who work because they 
have to—not from choice? 


"Everything 
we 
read," 
she 


points out, "tends to make us feel 
that we are neglecting our child- 
ren, 
giving them a poor start in 


life, denying them the right to be 
brought up by their own mother 


"There are many young mothers 


like me who have to work because 
they are both mother and father. 
There are many others who have 
had to take jobs to help meet the 
rising cost of living. Why should 
we be made to feel that we are 
failing our children—when we 
are doing what we have to do? 


That mother certainly has a 


point. There may be some mothers 
who put their children in nursery 
schools, turn them over to grand- 
parents to bring up, or let a maid 
look after them just because they 
find a career more fascinating 
than a full-time job of mother- 
hood. 


But the majority of working 


mothers work because they have 
to earn a pay check to support or 
to help support their children. 


Unfair To Make Them Feel Guilty 


Any advice they are given ought 


to start with that fact firmly es- 
tablished. 


It is wrong to tell women how 


much they are missing by being 
only part-time mothers, to keep 
making them feel guilty about 
working, when work they must, 
and to talk as though the only 
solution to the problem of the 
working mother is for her to quit 
her job and stay at home. 


It's hard enough being a work- 


ing mother without feeling guilty 
about it. 


So He's give the working mothers 


who have to work' a pat on the 
back and if they want it some 
sound advice on how they can do 
as good a job of child-care as pos- 
sible along with holding down a 
job. 


Compared with the working 


mother the full-time mother has 
it easy. So why should she get all 
the 
glory — and 
the working 


mother get nothing but the finger 
of scorn? 


That is not only unfair, but 


completely 
unrealistic. 
For 
in 


thousands of homes today Mama 
has to work if the children are 
going to eat. 


The Doctor Says— 


Parents Should Fondle Babies, 
But it Can be Done Too Much 


A few years ago the late Dr. C. 


Anderson Aldrich and Mrs. Al- 
drich wrote a book called "Babies 
Are Human Beings," which I hope 
is still in print. The main theme 
is that babies should not all be 
treated alike because their indi- 
vidual personalities would have 
little rhance to develop. 


There is practically nothing so 


bound up with tradition and pre- 
judice as the care of babies. Any- 
one and everyone offers free ad- 
vice on how the baby should be 
fed, 
clothed, and how it should be 


trained. This advice is given with 
the best of intentions but usually 
comes from a strange mixture of 
what grandmother did, what I did, 
and what somebody's aunt said. 
Perfectly Proper 
One question which the Al- 


driches discuss is about fondling 
or loving babies. Conscientious 
mothers often ask whether fond- 
ling is proper. For some reason 
they sometimes feel that it may 
be wrong for babies to be rocked, 
hugged or mothered, and that the 
infant in order to be healthy must 
be raised 
as practically 
"un- 


touched by human hands." 


Everyone thrives on some affec- 


tion and probably infants most of 
all. Of course, it is good to fondle 
babies—good for the baby and 
good for the parents 
This does 


not mean using dangerous rough- 
ness or giving the child an infec- 
tion, like a cold. 


It is not good, of course, for a 


baby to have indiscriminate fon- 
dling by friends 
and relatives. 


Like everything else, this matter 
can be overdone. The more peo- 
ple who come in close contact 
with the baby the greater the 
chance of giving the infant some 
infection. 


Common sense—which is per- 


haps rather 
uncommon—should 


be the attitude to take towards 
infants. 
Dr. and Mrs. Aldrich 


rendered a great service when 
they wrote this book based on 
their . professional and personal 
experience.

ly-read writers 
on r e l i g i o u s 
subjects. He is 
the 
author of 


| eleven boks on 


j t h e o l o g i c a l 
themes, including "Christ of the 
Indian Road," "Christ's Alterna- 
tive to Communism," "Victorious 
Living," "The Choice Before Us," 
and "The Way to Power and 
Poise." 


Besides his writing, Jones is 


best known for his work in In- 
dia, where he served for many 
years as a missionary. There he 
was a confidant of Gandhi and an 
outspoken advocate of Indian in- 


dependence. He is a well known 
evangelist and was elected a 
bishop of the Methodist Episcopal 
church in 1928, but resigned 24 
hours later to concentrate on his 
missionary work.

century would be half-gone at the 
close of this month. And I wrote 
a piece that began: 
Halfway Mark 
"The 20th century reaches the 


halfway mark Jan. 1—but half- 
way to where?" 


Well, I couldn't have stirred up 


more of a hornet's nest if I'd de- 
nounced Santa Claus as an itin- 
erant bum. Readers and editor- 
ial writers across the land wrote, 
some pity, some in anger, point- 
ing oxit,I was as wrong as sin. 


"There is no year zero," they 


said in substance. "The twentieth 
century began on January 1, 1901. 
It will be 50 years old on January 
1, 1951.-and it will end on De- 
cember' 31, 2000." 


And a check showed these write- 


in readers were right in their re- 
marks as usual. At least the Naval 
Observatory in "Washington, the 
Hayden Planetarium, The World 
Calendar Association 
and Web- 


ster's Unabridged 
Dictionary all 


bore their arguments out. The 
mid-century actually doesn't ar- 
rive until the end of next year. 
Think The Other Way 
But most people tend to think 


the other way. The present fuss 
was as nothing to. the furore that 
arose at the end of the last cen- 
tury. 


There was a real national con- 


troversy then. Most people thought 
the night of December 31, 1899 
would mark the close of one cen- 
tury and the birth of another. No, 
said the experts, the 18th century 
won't end until December 31, 
1900. 


But the people said to heck 


with the experts and went right 
ahead and held great wakes for 
the 19th century on December 31, 
1899. They figured they had wait- 
ed long enough—it was time to 
get on with another century. 


Mark Sullivan, who told of the 


controversy in the first volume of 
"Our Times," thought they were 
right. He wrote:

made a mistake of from one to 
seven years when he began the 
custom of dating the 
calendar 


from the death of Christ. So this 
could really be 1950 or 1956 or— 


But don't let's get into that ar- 


gument. 


Right or wrong—and officially 


it appears we're wrong—I'm go- 
ing to drink a mid-century toast 
tomorrow night. 


My feeling is that even if the 


20th century isn't 50 years old 
well—it is high time that it start- 
ed acting like it was.

Bear For Secur ity, 
Velox Scorns Bars

DENVER—You hear a lot of 


talk about the importance of se- 
curity these clays. But • here's a 
new definition for it: security is 
a thing that keeps a polar bear 
from jumping a four-foot fence. 


This polar bear's name is Velox 


and back in her flapper clays she 
used to climb ladders and balance 
her 500 pounds of 
ivory-furred 


charm on red-painted stools. 


Back there she worked for Ring- 


ling Brothers, travelling the coun- 
try in a crate, her fur all gummed 
up with soot half the time, and 
there were always more towns 
ahead, more ladders and stools. 


Now, at 17, she's a quiet white- 


haired old lady with permanent 
residence at Denver's City Park 
zoo. Shu's almost blind and it 
takes her an average of two min- 
utes to find a bright yellow jelly- 
bean thrown directly beneath her. 
But she's completely happy, liv- 
ing on the side of her concrete 
mountain, chomping up some 20 
pounds of horsemeat daily and 
taking an occasional. dip in her 
private moat. 


Zoo superintendent Clyde Hill, 


boss of the City Park animals 
for almost three decades, considers 
Velox one of the most remark- 
able creatures of his experience. 


"Polar bears can bound around 


like cats," he says. "But we hem 
Velox in with iron pickets four- 
feet high and she wouldn't climb 
them on a bet." 


The pickets are tilted, inward. 


At one point a stone bridge cross- 
es the moat and comes to a dead 
end against the fence. A trip over 
the barrier would probably cost 
Velox nothing more than an ounce 
of hide. Hill is certain, however, 
that she is not a captive to her 
own cowardice. He puts it this 
way: 
"Talk about security: she's go1 


it. And she appreciates it. When 
she came to us in 1941 she was 
getting too slow for her circus 
act, so they sold her to us. From 
the start I knew she was an edu 
cated, polite lady, and I've trated 
her like one." 


A few years ago Hill decided 


that in view of Velox's "kindly 
nature he'd put a. sea-lion by name 
of Commodore in the 
enclosure 


with her. For almost a year Com- 
modore 
bullied 
the 
seven-foot- 


tali Velox shamelessly, 
stealing 


her food, and as time, passed he 
even began barking at her and 
biting her on the hind leg. 


One sunny Sunday 
afternoon 


Velox tired of it and swatted the 
Commodore 
behind 
the 
ears 


gauging her swing by the sine! 
and sound of him. She swatted 
him conclusively and thereafter 
ignored his body, even when it 


, was being removed by attendants 


The only mean thing she evei 


does to the people who come to 
gawk at her is perhaps the prod- 
uct, of her humor. There's a red- 
and-black striped hose that fill 
icr pool and sometimes her keep- 
ers leave the hose running in 
moat. She likes to dive for it 
come up with it in her teeth, and 
squirt it on the people. 


Says Hill in her defense: " 


relieve she thinks they like it." 


Hill, a veteran student of pola 


bears, says they're the most mis 
understood of all. animals'. 


"The idea that they have t 


sit around in a mess of snow am 
ice is ridiculous. They can' stam 
more sun and heat than a blac 
bear. I've seen Velox lie all da 
under a pounding sun. But, o 
course, she's just as corafortabl 
in ice-water."

—A plan for averting .a 
threatened strike by 50,000 
employes of the Southwest- 
ern Bell Telephone company 
was recomended tonight at 
a governors' conference—but 
did not immediately result 
in a settlement. 


"At this time we are neither 


accepting nor rejecting the entire 
proposal." a company spokesman 
told a newsman. 


The governors or their repre- 


sentatives 
from the six states 


served by the utility recommend- 
ed that negotiations be resumed 
for a period of 15 days with the 
dispute to be submitted to arbi- 
tration if no settlement is reached 
in that time. 


Leaders of Southwestern 
di- 


vision 20, CIO Communications 
Workers, agreed to accept the 
lull plan provided the company 
does likewise. 
. "Unless the company accepts 
the proposition, we will feel free 
to strike on Jan. 1," said Everett 
Cotter, counsel for the union. 


That is the date set for the end 


of a ten-day truce arranged when 
tlie governors' conference 
was 


called last week. 


The governors' recommendation 


was presented to both the com- 
pany and union at 6:55 p. m.

Frank Erviii Earned 
$179,771 During A 
Major League Season 


NEW YORK, N. Y., Dec. 24— 


(Special):—Frank Ervin, 42-year- 
old veteran reinsman from Aiken, 
S. C., was the leading money- 
winning driver on harness racing's 
Grand Circuit in 1949 by earning 
$179,771 during the 27-week major 
league season. 


Ervin, who .was"' fifth last year 


with only $89,268, replaced 33- 
year-old Ralph Baldwin o£ Auro- 
ra, 111., 1948 leader, who slipped 
to second place with $135,473. 
Baldwin won the crown last year 
with a total of $144,219. 


The total ammassed by Ervin 


was believed to be the largest 
amount ever won in a single sea- 


son by a driver on the Grand Cir- 
cuit in the 76-year-history of the 
tradition-packed organization. Fa 
purses in 1949 enabled nine mer 
to win more, than $50,000 on, the 
"Roaring Grand" as against seven 
in 1948. 
Filly Earns Over $50;000 
The majority of Ervin's suc- 


cesses on the standardbred tun 
were scored by W. H. Cane's am- 
azing brother-sister racing duo o. 
Good Time, "Harness Horse of 
1949", and Our Time, with which 
the Aiken reinsman virtually 
swept the two-and-three-year-old 
pacing divisions. Between them 
Good Time and Our Time ac- 
counted for $108,943 of the Ervin 
total, scoring 17 stake victories 
Good Time earned $58,765 in 1949 
while Our Time picked up $50,178, 
the first two-year-old filly ever to 
earn more than 
$50,000. Good 


Time's wins included victory in 
the $58,000 Little Brown Jug, pre- 
mier three-year-old pacing classic 
at Delaware, O., in September. 


Not 'even the leading money- 


winning trotter of 'all time in a 
single 
year — Bangaway — could 


keep Baldwin at the top of. the 
group against Ervin's surge from 
fifth place.'• Bangawa-y, owned by 
the Saunders Mills Stable of Tol- 
edo, O., for which Baldwin drove 
until the end of 1949, won $74,438 
in the past season to top the mid- 
westeren drivers' charges. Banga- 
way's biggest victory came in the

Hundreds of thousands ol Fili- 


pinos spent the night in the ram 
as the earth quaked for almost 
14 hours. The shocks wrought 
damage throughout the big is- 
land.
